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FSC  Program: 
Summer  in  Rome 

Most  of  us  probably  spent  our  summer  working  drudgery  jobs,  plugging 
away,  trying  to  earn  money  for  the  fall  semester.  Maybe  you  were  even  able 
to  go  to  the  beach. ..once.  Why  not  do  something  different  this  summer? 
Take  advantage  of  the  Summer  Study  Abroad  program  to  Rome,  Italy,  co- 
sponsored  by  FSC  in  conjunction  with  the  State  University  of  New  York  at 
Stony  Brook,  a  program  that  is  extending  into  its  1  9th  year  this  summer. 

For  about  $3000,  students  can  spend  twenty-eight  days  in  Rome.  This 
includes  room,  board,  airfare,  and  six  credits  worth  of  classes.  Those  who  take 
advantage  of  this  program  will  have  the  opportunity  to  tour  Rome  and  take 
several  side  trips  to  Florence,  Assisi,  Sienna,  Venice,  Pompeii,  Casserta,  take  a 
boat  ride  to  Capri,  and  visit  Tivoli  the  last  night. 

While  in  Rome,  students  attend  class  from  8:30  to  1  2:30,  have  lunch,  and 
then  participate  in  walking  tours  exploring  this  historical  city.  Such  courses  as 
watercolors,  introduction  to  drawing,  elementary  Italian,  Italian  culture  and 
conversation,  medieval  art  and  art  of  the  Renaissance,  among  others  are  of- 
fered allowing  students  to  gain  six  credits  while  on  this  excursion. 

"I  had  a  great  time,"  says  Jen  Nappila,  one  of  the  students  who  went  to 
Rome  last  summer,  "I  learned  a  lot  and  we  had  a  lot  of  freedom  to  do  what  we 
wanted.  For  the  price,  its  definitely  worth  it.  When  else  in  your  life  will  you 
have  the  opportunity  to  go  to  Rome  for  a  month  for  only  $3000?"  Jen  Nappila 
took  advantage  of  her  freedom  by  attending  a  Phish  concert  in  Desenzano, 
near  Milan.

R.  A.  Salvatore  Donates 
Manuscripts  to  FSC  Library 

As  part  of  the  New  England  Writer's  Series,  R.A.  Salvatore,  modern  epic 
fantasy  writer,  was  commended  Thursday,  October  9th  in  Miller  Oval  for  the 
donation  of  his  entire  collection  of  manuscripts  from  his  numerous  books  and 
publications  to  the  FSC  library. 

Bill  Keough  introduced  Salvatore,  recalling  the  days  when  Salvatore  was  a 
student  at  FSC.  He  received  his  Bachelor  Degree  in  Communications/Media  in 
1981.  After  working  in  a  plastic  factory  and  as  a  bouncer  in  local  clubs,  Salvatore 
decided  to  focus  on  writing  a  book  "just  because  I  wanted  to  do  something  a 
little  different  from  everyone  else,"  said  the  writer. 

Since  then,  Salvatore  has  had  over  four  million  books  sold  in  the  U.S.  alone, 
has  written  two  dozen  books,  and  had  four  of  these  books  reach  the  New  York 
Times  best-seller  list. 

The  science-fiction/fantasy  writer  felt  both  honored  and  grateful  when  he 
was  asked  to  donate  his  manuscripts  to  the  FSC  library.  "My  office  was  so 
cluttered  with  papers  and  boxes  that  I  could  no  longer  find  my  computer,"  said 
Salvatore.  "Also,  I  saw  Bob  Cormier's  collection  in  the  FSC  library  and  I  realized 
how  important  this  actually  was." 

Salvatore  fondly  remembers  his  education  at  FSC.  "I  loved  my  years  at  the 
college,"  said  the  writer,  "FSC  is  the  place  where  I  learned  how  to  appreciate 
literature  and  how  to  write."  Salvatore  started  as  a  Math  major  and  changed 
to  Communications.  He  started  writing  for  the  school  newspaper.  "That's 
when  I  realized  the  power  of  the  written  word,"  said  the  author. 

Salvatore  completely  captivated  a  full  audience  in  Kent  Recital  Hall  with  his 
discussion  about  fantasy  writing  as  a  genre  and  the  stigma  that  follows  it.  He 
discussed  how  little  fantasy  literature  is  read  in  the  classroom  despite  the 
large  interest  by  many  high  school  students.  "Fantasy  is  not  the  ugly  step- 
child of  fiction  literature;  it  is  a  powerful  teaching  tool,"  said  Salvatore.  He  also 
pointed  out  that  many  great  pieces  of  literature  have  been  fantasy,  "What  is 
Beowolf ,  if  not  fantasy?  What  is  the  Iliad,  if  not  fantasy?  What  is  Mid-Summer 
Night's  Dream,  if  not  fantasy?"

More  fun  in  Rome 
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Demand  for  Industrial  Hemp  is  High 


You  don't  have  to  search  far  in 
the  campus  community  to  find  stu- 
dents making  use  of  hemp,  industrial 
hemp  that  is. 

Although  hemp  is  often  exclusively 
associated  with  drug-use,  scientists 
and  manufactures  are  currently  ex- 
panding hemp  use  to  create  a  plethora 
of  assorted  products,  often  more  eco- 
nomically, and  environmentally  safer 
than  their  traditional  alternatives. 

The  difference  between  industrial 
hemp  and  its  more  popular  cousin, 
cannabis  sativa,  is  in  the  amount  of 
THC  (delta-9  tetahydrocannabinol) 
contained  in  each  plant.  Industrial 
hemp  contains  less  THC  and  therefore 
lacks  the  hallucinatory  properties  of 
hemp  used  for  smoking.  However,  the 
U.S.  still  does  not  allow  the  growth  of 
industrial  hemp  in  fear  that  illegal  mari- 
juana would  be  grown  next  to  it,  mak- 
ing it  hard  to  spot.  Therefore,  U.S. 
manufacturers  that  use  hemp  must 
have  it  imported  from  other  countries 
like  China,  Russia,  and  Eastern  Europe 

Possible 
student 
loan  tax 
deduction 

Last  week,  the  Massachusetts 
State  Senate  voted  unanimously  to 
become  the  first  state  in  the  nation 
to  create  a  tax  deduction  for  families 
and  graduates  who  pay  interest  on 
student  loans. 

The  Senate's  budget  proposal  will 
allow  parents  and  recent  graduates  to 
deduct  one-half  of  the  interest  paid 
on  undergraduate  student  loans  from 
their  Massachusetts  state  income  tax. 
As  the  chief  sponsor  and  author  of  the 
student  loan  tax  cut,  I  am  pleased  that 
the  Senate  has  taken  a  leadership  role 
on  an  issue  that  will  help  working  fami- 
lies afford  a  college  education. 

The  Massachusetts  economy  has 
flourished  because  of  our  commitment 
to  higher  education  and  training.  Mas- 
sachusetts' economic  growth  rests 
with  the  young  men  and  women  de- 
signing new  products,  writing  software 
code  and  building  a  stronger  economy 
with  ingenuity,  hard  work  and  deter- 
mination. 

BankBoston's  recent  repot  on 
MIT's  economic  impact  highlights  the 
necessity  of  higher  education  to  the 
creation  of  a  high-  growth  economy. 
MIT  graduates  have 
i  founded  more  than  4,000 


where  hemp  can  be  grown  legally. 

Hemp  has  become  a  steadily  grow- 
ing market  due  to  its  large  variety  of 
uses.  When  combined  with  methanol, 
hemp  seeds  produce  industrial  oil,  a 
substitute  for  diesel  fuel.  It  can  also 
be  used  as  whole  seed  for  cooking,  like 
sesame  seeds.  Also  for  cooking,  the 
hemp  seed  can  yield  edible  oils.  These 
edible  oils  contain  eight  essential  pro- 
teins and  three  essential  fatty  acids; 
low  in  saturated  fats.  Seedcake  is 
another  product  produced  from  hemp 
seeds.  It  can  be  ground  into  flour  that 
contains  twenty-five  percent  protein. 
The  stalk  of  industrial  hemp  can  be 
used  to  make  fiber  for  clothing  that  is 
both  durable  and  comfortable.  Hemp 
fibers  can  also  be  used  to  make  a  a 
strong  industrial  rope.  The  pulp  of 
the  plant  can  be  used  to  make  fiber- 
board  and  paper.  The  remaining  leaves 
and  vegetation  can  be  fermented  into 
alcohol  fuels  or  turned  into  methanol, 
ethanol,  or  methane  gas. 
Not  only  does  heme  have  a  large  va-

companies  that  employ  1.1  million 
people  worldwide,  with  125,000  jobs 
in  Massachusetts  alone.  Those  com- 
panies originated  in  our  classrooms  and 
laboratories. 

The  immediate  challenge  facing  our 
Commonwealth  and  its  industries  is 
finding  people  to  fill  those  jobs.  As 
you  well  know,  there  is  a  shortage  of 
highly-trained  workers  in  Massachu- 
setts. High  technology  companies 
have  dozens  or  even  hundreds  of  un- 
filled, high-wage  positions. 

One  fact  is  clear:  our  policies 
should  be  targeted  at  expanding  the 
pool  of  highly-skilled  workers.  Over 
the  long  term,  the  Legislature's  edu- 
cation reform  and  educational  technol- 
ogy initiatives  help  create  the  platform 
for  a  highly-  skilled  work  force.  Our 
strategy  should  also  reinforce  Massa- 
chusetts' leadership  in  higher  educa- 
tion and  create  incentives  for  individu- 
als to  invest  in  their  own.

riety  of  uses,  it  is  also  environmentally 
sound;  producing  four  times  as  much 
pulp  as  treed  per  acre.  As  demand 
for  packing  materials  and  paper  prod- 
ucts soar,  hemp  would  be  an  economic 
alternative  to  buying  and  clearing  ex- 
pensive and  valuable  forest  land. 
Easier  to  grow,  hemp  does  not  require 
harmful  pesticides  and  expensive  irri- 
gation systems  like  the  cultivation  of 
cotton  crops. 

Unfortunately,  despite  the  com- 
mercial, economic,  and  environmental 
benefits  of  hemp  products,  the  U.S. 
will  doubtfully  legalize  its  growth.  Fed- 
eral authorities  are  too  concerned  with 
the  growing  use  of  marijuana  among 
teenagers.  They  are  therefore  trying 
to  curb  the  use  of  cannabis  in  the  U.S. 
Also,  the  Clinton  administration  proved 
their  anti-  cannabis  stance  when  they 
threatened  prosecution  in  Arizona  and 
California  to  doctors  who  prescribe 
marijuana  for  medical  purposes,  al-

The  college  has  more  than  doubled  its  grant  income  in  the  past 
four  months,  with  15  sponsored  projects  totaling  more  than  $3.5 
million  now  underway  or  in  the  early  stages  of  implementation. 

"Obviously,  we're  thrilled  at  the  range  and  amount  of  grants 
awarded,"  said  Grants  Director  David  Newton.  "A  lot  of  hard  work  by 
a  number  of  faculty,  staff  and  community  partners  over  a  year"s 
time  came  to  fruition,  seemingly  all  at  once." 

The  grants  will  help  strengthen  or  expand  programs  across  de- 
partments and  divisions,  ranging  from  redesigning  teacher  education 
courses  at  the  secondary  level  to  establishing  a  center  for  leadership 
and  career  education,  to  community  outreach  and  international  ini- 
tiatives. 

A  significant  new  program  now  is  the  Expanding  Horizons  Pro- 
gram, a  four-year,  $725,000  grant  designed  to  provide  a  range  of 
academic  and  other  support  services  to  studentsosadvantaged  back- 
grounds. 

"This  program  really  lies  at  the  core  of  our  grants  effort,"  Newman 
said.  A  team  grant  writing  effort  produced  a  program  that  integrates 
and  expands  academic  services,  provides  for  ongoing  and  increased 
interaction  with

Passes  New  Alcohol  Policy 

FSC  Debates  Banning  Alcohol  On  Campus

Return  to  FSC 


Fitchburg  State  College  may  disal- 
low the  possession  or  consumption  of 
alcohol  on  campus.  The  Board  of 
Higher  Education  unanimously  decided 
"...no  persons  shall  give,  sell,  deliver, 
or  have  in  their  possession  any  alco- 
holic beverage  in  any  building,  includ- 
ing residence  halls,  owned  or  operated 
by  an  institution  within  the  system  of 
public  higher  education. .."God  bless 
America! 

Following  the  alcohol  related 
deaths  of  Scott  Kreuger,  M.I.T.  stu- 
dent, and  Adam  Prentice,  UMASS 
Amherst  student,  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  went  into  a  public  relations 
frenzy  recently.  They  felt  something 
had  to  be  done.  James  F.  Carlin,  chair 
of  the  Board,  pushed  for  total  alcohol 
ban  in  every  state  school. 

Instead  of  an  alcohol  ban  for  all 
state-funded  college  institutions,  each 
college  is  responsible  for  their  own 
prohibition  decisions.  This  phrasing  of 
the  policy  is  a  sly  move  by  the  board. 
They  dumped  the  problem  on  each  in- 
dividual school.  The  policy  resolves 
the  Board's  PR  disaster  while  laying  the 


repercussions  of  that  resolution  on 
each  state  school. 

The  powers  that  be  at  FSC,  and  at 
every  state  school,  are  in  a  lose-lose 
situation.  Total  prohibition  is  a  stu- 
dent relations  disaster.  Most  students 
will  protest  simply  because  of  the  fur- 
ther violation  of  their  freedom.  Presi- 
dent Riccards  does  not  want  to  lose 
student  support.  But  the  more  liberal 
his  implementation  of  this  policy,  the 
more  liable  he  is  for  alcohol  related 
incidents  on  campus. 

Students  see  freedom  violation 
while  administration  see  a  lose-lose 
situation.  A  compromise  is  inevitable. 
Unfortunately  no  one  will  be  happy. 
Students  no  doubt  will  lose  a  little 
more  freedom,  while  administration 
will  take  on  liability  and  lose  student 
support. 

Administration  vs.  Students!  Ding 
ding.  Let  the  bout  begin.  When  the 
sweat  and  dust  clear,  the  board  of 
High  Education  is  sitting  pretty.  They 
have  avoided  their  public  relations  di- 
saster.
